WASHINGTON, October 10.—{Special.]—Mr. 
Dougherty, of Florida, got over his sulks t day 
because some member had objected toa bill he 
attempted to pass, and withdrew his objection 
to the deficiency appropriation bill. The bili 
was then passed. This cleared the house cal- 
endar of all appropriation bills, and has prac- 
tically putan end tothe transaction of busi- 
ness this session, as both Mr. Kilgore and Mr. 
Taylor haye sworn to object to any other bill 
that might come up, it matters not what it be. 
Nothing, they say, except an adjournment res- 
olution, shall pass. As these two gentlemen 
objected to everything today after the passage 
of the deficiency bill, thus preventing any leg- 
islation, the house adjourned over until Fri- 
day. At that time it is expected thé house 
will commence and adjourn over three days at 

atime untilthe passage of an adjournment 
resolution. There was today justforty mem- 
bers in the city, and ten of them will leave for 
home tomorrow morning. All except a very 
few members are disgusted with the pro- 
longation of the session. The republican 
members of the house are particularly so, and 
Mr. Farquar, of New York, a republican 
member, says thatif the democrats feel any 
political delicacy about proposing an adjourn- 
ment to the senate while they are considering 
the tariff bill he will come to their relief and 
propose the resolution himself. He will in- 
troduce the resolution in a few days. The 
democrats, it is understood, will accept it as 
soon a8 the analysis they are having made of 
the senate tariff bill is completed, and gotetn 
in the Record. They will refuse to adjourn until 
this is done. How long that will be no one 
seems to know. Itis certaln, however, that 
notwithstanding the tariff debate, which is 
slowly dragging along, the senate will accept 
an adjournment resolution immediately upon 
its reception. 

MR. GORMAN SPEAKS, 

In a speech at Sykesville, Maryland, yester- 
day, Senator Gorman said: “I an aware that 
the enemy has circulated reports that there is 
doubt of the result because of some local diffi- 
culties in New York, but I want to say to you 
that these have existed in every presidential 
election since the war, While I have not had 
the opportunity of going into the details of 
this campaign as I did in 1554, I have been on 
the ground and looked the field over, and I 
gay today, and I stake my political reputation 
upon the statement, that the party is twenty- 
five percent better off today in New Yorlp 
than it was this time four years ago.”’ 

Mr. Gorman returned here. this morning, 
andupon being asked on what grounds he 
based his assertion, said: ; 

‘In 1884,John Kelly and his great Tammany 
organization were hostile to Mr. Cleveland, 
and seemed so until just before the election, 
Senator Grady not only did not work for Mr. 
Cieveiand, but he went over to the enemy,and 
Mr. Bourke Cockran did not make a speech in 
behalf of the democraticcandidate. Their ac- 
tion lostus at least 35,000 votes among the 
Irish. Even under these conditions the presi- 
dential ticket had 45,000 majority in New 
York City. The condition of. affairs today is 
different. Tammany is for Cleveland toa 
man, although there may be a disagreement as 
to the mayoralty, The county democracy is 
for the president earnestly and faithfully.

nd Mr. Cockran is as energetic in 
the campaign today as was Joln R. Fellows 
in 1554.

SENATOR ALLISON’S VIEWS. 

In conversation with your correspondent toe 
night, Senator Allison, the author of the 
senate tariff bill, clearly outlined the situa- 
tion inthe senate. He thinks congress will 
be compelled to adjourn ina very short time. 
‘“‘There are four or five senators on each side,”’ 
said he, ‘‘whe are desirous of speaking on the 
tariff. Thetrouble about the debate in the 
senate is thata number of the members are 
holding back, not caring to speak until the 
debate by sections is commenced. Most of 
them have alteady delivered speeches on the 
general tariff question and probably by the 
middle of next week all those desiring yet to 
speak on the general question will have been 

eard. 

“‘Do you then propose to commence the con- 
sideration of the bill by sections,’’ I asked. 

“Well,” he replied, ‘that depends some- 
what on the question of adjournment. It is 
my opinion that congress may adjourn next 
week, probably Saturday. I1t is certain that 
after tomorrow there will not be in the senate 
avoting quorum. No business will be trans- 
acted there after Thursday. The debate on the 
tariff will probably begin immediately after 
the reading of the journal and continue until 
the close of the daily session. Now, it seems 
to me that to commence the debate on the bill 
In detail with a majority of the senate away 
Will be useless. it is true we have a 
ruie compelling the attendance of senators, 
but it has never been enforced, and probably 
never will be. Now, suppose. the debate in 
detail be begun, and some one should offer an 
amendment. A yea and nay 
course, be demanded. The point of no quorum 
would be raised, and no progress could possibly 
be made. The work done under such circum- 
stances would have to be done over again. It 
isfor this reason that I think congress will 
have to adjourn very soon. 
only four weeks before the election. Senators 
Want to be able to leave here and not only ex- 
€rcise their right to vote -in acontest of this 
Maguitude, but also to use whatever influence 
they may have towards promoting the success 
of their cause. 

“The deficiency bill, the last of the general

y both houses, It has yet to receive the 
nature of the president... This cannot be se- 
cured before Monday, so you will at once seo

ATTACKING THE PRESIDENT 
For Subscribing to the National Democratic 
Campaign Fund. 

WASHINGTON, October 10.—Senator Hale 
today submitted to the» senate a report from 
the special committee to examine into the 
present condition of the civil service. The 
report makesa printed document of fifty 
pages. It discusses elaborately the testimony 
taken in New York, Pennsylvania and else- 
where, and concludes with the following 
general summary: 

The investigations made by the committee, and 
the facts therein brought forth establish these 
things beyond controversy: 

1, That partisan changes haye been made in fed- 
eral offices ina wholesale way under ng pretense 
that the good of the public service dnanaaded such 
ch:R es. In most marked instances, as in Phila- 
delpuia, Baltimore. Indtanajolis and New York 
tre changes Rave been followed by scandals in the 
public service which has been rendered less effi- 
cient by reason of the changes. 

2. That federal officials throughout the country, 
contrary tothe directions of the president, at ‘oind 
in his letter of July 14, 1889. have freely and openly 
participated in pelitical conventions and primary 
election movements, neing tleir oficial inflvence, 
In Pennsylvania, the entire machinery of the fed- 
eral service was putin operation for the purpose of 
controling democratic organization in the state in 
the interest of the administration 
the friends of Mr. Randail. State conventions were 
dominet2d and controlled by federal officials and 
the chairmanship of the state committee was se- 
cured by otfices bestowed by the administration 
upon members of the committee who changed thetr 
allegiance from Mr. Randall to the president. In 
10 case does the committee find that any 
federal oilicer bas been disciplined for such inter- 
ference in politics; but, on the other hand, such in- 
terference co. been repeatedly recognized and. re- 
warded. This interference, in some cases, notably 
that of Binghampton, N. Y., Was most offensive to 
the people and amounted to a ¢onspiracy to thwart 
and defeat the popular will. The systei of levy- 
ing tolls and assessments upon federal oftice holders 
for political purposes has continued without iuter- 
ruption since the administration came. into place. 
The committee is persuaded that at present 
throughout the country ofiiceholders are being 
generally assessed and called upon to contribute 
from ther salarics toswell the campaign funds of 
the democratic | thesa 
assessments, so generaisy and 
responded to, sre in violation of the repeated de- 
clarations of the presiden§ and of the fundamental 
principies of civil service reiorm, the committee 
hardly feels warranted in severely au:madveriing 
upon the conduct of these snbordinates for violating 
the Pp jliey announced by the president, in view of 
the fact that that pol'cy has been departed from and 
grossly violated by the president and members of 
his cabinet, in their alleged and uncontradicted 
subscriptions of large sums to the democratic na- 
tional committee. It is not to be expected that 
subordinates will fecl justified in considering as 
sincere the declarations of a policy which fare 
so palphably repudiated by their anthor, und 
the fact that the presideut ofthe United States,ina 
caimpaign in which be has so great a personal in- 
terest, contributes notoriously one-fifth of a year's 
salary for polit'cal uses,is fairly to be taken by 
those who depend upon him for their tenure of 
office as not simply an invitation, but a coumand 
to do likewise. 

While, perhaps, notstrictly the function of this 
committee it may not be improper for it to com- 
mend to the consideration of the legal adviser of the 
president the inquiry whether such sul iptions as 
made were not in direct violation of the following 

rovisions of law; |The provisions of law are here 
cited. } 

All these things are contrary to the pee re- 
peatedly made by the president, both before his 
election and «ince, in his lettergand messages and 
well aithenticated interviews. 

The report here makes quotations from the 
first letter of acceptance of President Cleve- 
land; from his letter of December 25, 1844, to 
George William Curtis; from his inaugural 
address; from his first annual message and 
from his letters of September 11, 1885, to Civil 
Service Commissioner Eaton, condemnatory 
of the spoils syftem and enunciating the pres- 
ident’s views on civil service reform. It says: 

Investigations made by the committee show a 
condition of affairs as diametrically opposed to wiiat 
the president has promised as it wonld be possibile 
to imagine. 

To show how these promises have been kept, 
the committee quoteg the concluding paya- 
graphs of the report of the civil service reform 
association of Indiana, composed largely of 
gentlemen who supported the president in 1854, 
commenting on which the committee says: 


The committee can appreciate the condition of 


miud in which these gentlemen of Indiana inust 
have been when confronted with the facts brought 
out by this investigailon, many of which have been 
also established before this committee.

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REDUCING THE SURPLUS, 


Over Four Million Dollars of Bonds Bought 
Yesterday. 

Wasuinaton, October 10.—Bond offerings 
today aggregated $9,767,700, of which $4,519,- 
500 were accepted, all four and half per cents 
at 108}. No tenders of fours were accepted. 
They ranged from 129 to 1295 for four per 
cents, and $4,319,500 were 44 percents. All 
44's were accepted at 1084, and all the fours 
were rejected, notwithstanding the fact that 
more than nine-tenths of them were offered at 
129, the rate at which $400,000 of fours were 
accepted yesterday. There is considerable 
comment over this apparentchange in the 
policy of the departinent, and many theories 
are advanced to account for it. The most 
vilausible one, according to a treasury official, 
is that, other things being equal, the 
department prefers to apply the surplus to the 
redemption oi the loan which matures inside 
of three years, rather than exhaust it in the 
purchase of bonds which havo so muth longer 
torun. Thesame official added that haying 
met the requirement of the sinking fund for 
the present year the department can now 
afford to act with greater independence in the 
purchase of bonds, and in applying the surplus 
to that purpose would naturally desire to se- 
cure bonds nearest maturity. 

Acting Secretary Thompson declined to say 
anything for publication in regard to his re- 
jection of fours, except to remark thaf he had 
bought $15,000,000 in bonds duriug the last 
three days and regarded that as doing very 
well, _ 

At theclose of business yesterday it was 
found that the total deposits of lawful money 
forthe reduction of national bank circulation 
since the J0th of September, aggregated 3$2,- 
803,750. Asthe act of 1882 provides that not 
more than $3,000,000 of lawful money shall be 
deposited in. any one month for the reduction 
of the circulation and withdrawal of the bonds, 
the balance receivablo* during the re- 
mainder of _ this month, was at 
the beginning of business this morning only 
$191,250. These large deposits are connected 
with the purchase of bonds by the government 
and as the magnitude of offerings yesterday 


indicated that there would be probably today | 


further deposits tenderéd, the comptroller of 
currency appointed a committee to receive 
registered mail and record the order in which 
the various packages might come to hand. 
This committee received this morning nine 
packages of which six were found to reiate to 
deposits of lawful moncy for the withdrawal of 
bonds amounting to §760,500. The $191,250 
was made up from these offerings-in the order 
of their record and the banks were not:fied. 
As soon as tne $3,000,000 limit was reached, the

Sheerin is confident that Indiana will give 
Cleveland a handsome majority. Mr. Barnum 
declared that Connecticut, with the aid of 
active work, could be carried for the national 
democratic ticket. 

The result of the charter elections in some of 
the towns in New Jersey yesterday has given 
the democrats great confidence in their abillty 
to carry that state by at least 10,000 majority. 
Newark, which usually gives a republican 
majority, rolled upa democratic majority of 
1,000, For some time past the republicans 
have been claiming that they were going to 
carry New Jersey. Now it is thought the 
claim was made merely to bleed the republi- 
can nacional committee, and distribute the 
boodie among state politicians. 

CHAIRMAN QUAY’S MEETING. 

Much has been said about Chairman Quay’s 
little seance yesterday at the Fifth avenue ho- 
tel with twenty-seven business men, who are 
supposed to have enough superfluous cash to 
shell out liberally for the republican campaign. 
It issaid that Pennsylvania politicians told 
them that they had todo two things or lose 
New York: First, they had to help raise 
money, and then they had to go to the polis 
and see that the republicans had fair play in 
this city. His meeting wasa failure. and was 
the cause of snubbing two republican politi- 
cians, onc of whom, ex-Senator Stéphen W. 
Dorsey, has more political sagacity in one 
minute than Quay bas in a week, Jay A. 
Hubbell, of Michigan, and Mr. Dorsey, asked 
to be admitted tothe meeting and were re- 
fused. ()uay doesn’t try to do much, but what 
he does he bupgles it without the least effort. 
It may not be known, but Senator Quay and 
the republican national committee did not 
want Mr. Blaine to go to Indiana. But the 
magnetic statesmen would not listen to any 
objections. 

SICK OF BLAINE. 

Now the news from the hoosier state is that 
a uumber of republicans there are kicking like 
mad steers against Mr. Blaino’s visit. They 
have telegraphed to Senator Quay and asked 
him if he knew that Mr. Blame telegraphed 
once to Indiana to his lawyer, who was to try 
the plumed knight’s libel case before a repub- 
lican judge, saying he could not get justice 
there. They further informed Matthew Quay’ 
that the democrats intended to placard every 
city with Mr. Blaine’s slur on the justice of 
Indiana.

BLAINE IN GOSHEN. 
He Addresses a Gathering of 45,000 
People. 

GosuEn, Ind., October 10.—Mr. Blaine ar- 
rived here from Michigan early this morning, 
and about 45,000 citizens of Indiana met him

stration. It was the biggest crowd northern 
Indiana has eyer seen, and it was so unwieldy 
that two speaker’s stands had to be erected, 
and another mecting organized in the opera 
house.

was giving it all the aid, both official and personal, 
in his power. If the words of his message are true 
he is himself responsible for levy:ng these countless 
miliions upon the pocketsof all cousumers of this 
country for an article of unfuersal use, 
among the families of the land. Mr. Cleveland’s 
silence was not the only thing which the sucar 
trustreceived. Whenthe Mills bill was under con 

sideration, the president of the trust (Mr. Haye- 
m°yer,)a well known active democrat of New Yorr® 

appeared before the ways andjmeans eommittee,and 
ovtained according to the statement made in open 
senate,such an arrangement of the duty as was 
equivalent to 6,000,000 in the pockets ofthe trust. 
Ifthen the price of suzar has been unduly advanced 
to the consumer, the responsible - parties, 
according tothe presideni’s doctrine, are the presi- 
dent himself, and the ways and means committee, 
who concocted the billin the terest of that trust. 
I think, moreover, that wherever you find one of 
the necessaries of life cornered and controlied by an 
association an‘ run jorthe purpose of reaping un- 
due profit, you will find supporters of Mr. Cleve- 
laud at the head of the movement. Sugar may be, 
indeed, accounted a luxury, for we can exist with- 
outit, but salt is one of the primal necessities 
of iife. We all know that aie salt 
trust exisis in this country, and 
the man whoisnowat tho head of it openly and 
svowedly conducting its afars is Wellington R. 
Burt, the present democratic candidate for gover- 
por of Michigan. 

Burt is earnestly adyoeatingthe removal of all 
the duties for salt. This would seem another form 
of contradiction of the president’s theory, that pro- 
tection is the first cause of all trusts, and it likewise 
fully justifies the ground taken during this canvass 
that trusts exist more freely in a free trade country 
than in a protective country; more freely in England 
than in. tne United States. I am fortumately able to 
give you sullicient information that has a strong 
bearing, I think, on Wellington R. Burt's salt trust. 
I hold in my hand acopy of the London Times of 
September oth. from which I learn that they are 
forming a ‘salt trust’ in England. The statement 
in the Times, quote? from two English’ papers 
locally interested, isthis: ‘‘The effortsto form the 
salt trust have succee ted beyond the most sanguine 
expectations. All the Cheshire salt works bave 
been provisionally acquired by a London 
syndicate represented by Messrs. Fowler & 
Co., solicitors, Westminster, and negotiations are 
proceeding favorably to purchase all the extensive 
works in Worcestershire and Durham, The capital 
requ.red is fixed atthree million pounds sterling, 
and has beén subscribed in advance many times 
over. In cousequence of the monopoly thus cre- 
ated, itisexpected that the price of common salt 
now sold at 2 shillings 6 pence a jou will rise to 10 
shillings.” 

Let me ask now if any man in Indiana believes 
that Mr. \Wellingtun R, Burts sal: trust in the Enited 
States,and thisgreat silt trust in England,are likely 
to prove rivals to each other. Well, genticmen, these 
are not the only democratic trusts.

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THE RALEIGH BANK FRAUDS.

Cross Has His Predecessors Indicted—Great 
Exciteinent. . 

Ratxian, N. C., October 10.—f Special.J— 
This city was thrown into a state of great ex- 
citement this morning, when it was announced 
that Charles E. Cross, ex-president of the State 
National bank, had sworn out warrants before 
T. R. Burnett, United States commissioner, 
against E. R. Stamps and W. 8S. Primrose, the 
former at one time president and the latter 
director in the bank. The warrant charges 
Stamps with making false entries on back of 
cértain discounted paper. ‘t further charges 
that said Stamps did, from time to time, during 
the years 1886, ’S7, and ’88, make false state- 
mentg of the condition of said bank, knowing 
them te be false.

IN DANGER OF LYNCHING. 


A Train Crew Shoved a Colored Woman’s 
temains Off the Track. 

Bremincuam, Ala., Octcber 10.—[{Special.]} 
Condnctor Brantley, Engineer Brown and a 
freicht train crew of four men on the Birming- 
ham Minerel railroad, narrowly escaped lynch- 

& fifis afternoon. A frejght trainin charge 
of Conductor Brantley afd his crew ran over 
and killed a colored woman, named- Clara 
Dickson, at Smith’s mines, cight miles from 
this city. The woman was drunk and lying 
across the track. The engineer biew his whfs- 
tle, but did not slacken the speed of his train. 

The train passed over the woman and her 
body was ground into fragments. The train 
was stopped and some of the crew tooka 
shovel and threw the fragments of the body 
from the track. About two hundred negro 
miners had witnessed the accident and when 
they saw the crew handle the Wwoman’s 
body in such a manner,they became indignant. 
Many: of them were drinking and nearly all 
were armed. They surrounded the train with 
their pistols drawn, swore they would lynch 
the ehtire crew. While five of the negroes 
went to astore near by, the entire crew of 
the train got on the engine and a brakeman 
stealthily uncoupled it fromthe train. Then 
Engineer Lawson pulled the throttle open,and 
the engine started towards the city ata lively 
rate. A number of shots were fired at the 
men on the engine, as it dashed away, but no 
damage was done beyond breaking the cab 
windows. The superintendent of the road 
notified the crew that the first man who gave 
the story to the newspapers would.lose his job, 
but some of the crew had already decided 
they wanted a job on another road.

Prosecuting a Mob. 

CHARLELTON, 8S. C., October 10.—The in- 
dictment by the grand jury of nine citizens of 
Mattoon for lynching William Moore on June 
25th, is the sensation here. Iiose under in- 
dictment are J. LB. Benetiel, ex-mayor, H. M. 
Othode, L. D. Weaver, John Byers, William 
Kincaid, R. Brewer, 8. H. Kirkpatrick, 
Adolph Walker and Eli Mers. The social 
standing of the defendants and the unusual 
procedure have led to conjectures as to the re- 
sult. Moore was arrested for an alleged assault 
upon Mary Baumgartner, who, it is claimed, 
was of immoral character. At ten o’clock at 
night one of the sheriff’s deputies received a 
telegram from Mattoon stating that a mob was 
being organized there for the purpose of 
lynching Moore. Whenthe mob, to the num- 
ber of one hundred and fifty armed and masked 
men, arrived at the jail, they found the iron 
doors fastened, but after much difficulty euc- 
ceeded in breaking the barriers. They soon 
had the prisoner out and hanged him to a 
water tank half a mile from the jail. 


Collision at Sea. 

New York, October 20.—The National Line 
steamer Queen, which arrived today from 
England, collided with the fishing schooner 
Madeline on the 5th instant at 2:50 a. m., dur- 
ing a fog off the banks of Newfoundland. The 
Queen struck the Madeline Se cut- 
ting her in two and sinking her immediately. 
The captain, first and second mates and stew- 
ard of the fishing schooner were rescued after 
they had been in the water nearly an hour, 
but the rest of the crew numbering twenty, 
were lost. In the collision the Queen lost her 
bowsprit and foremost. The Madeline was a 
French fishing schooner.

A FRIGHTFUL RAILROAD ACCIDENT’ 


IN PENNSYLVANIA, 


FROM FIFTY TO EIGHTY KILLED. 


A Train-Load of Excursionists Hurled Into 
Eternity—How the Accident Occurred 
—Other Interesting News. 


WILKESBARRE, Pa., October 10.—A special 
train on the Lehigh Valley railroad, carrying 
the Wilkesbarre Catholics home from Hazel- 
ton, from a Father Matthew celebration, this 
evening, was wrecked about Penn Haven. The 
train was run in soveral sections, and the fifth 
section was wrecked, and the cars were piled 
up in a shapeless mass, one being stood - upon 
itsend. All the cars were crowded, and the 
fatalities will run into awful figures. Phys- 
icians from White Haven and near by points 
are at the wreck, as also all the Lehigh Valley 
ollicials from this city. 

THE NUMBER KILLED 
igs variously reported from twenty-five to 
eighty persons. The only information is from 
the passengers on the Central railrroad train, 
who report a horrible condition of affairs, the 
groans of the wounded being heard across the 
river, where the tracks of the Central run. 

At the depot here, hundreds of peoplo are 
gathered on the platform, many weeping for 
safety of their friends supposed to be on the 
wrecked train. Nothing further than this is 
known here. 

FULLER DETAILS RECEIVED. 

PortTsvittr, Pa., October 10.—A terrible 
accident occurred on the Lehigh Valley rail- 
road at Mud Run, the first station above Penn 
Haven. A grand parade of Catholic societies 
took place at Hezelton today, and a large ex- 
cursion was run from Wilkesbarre fer the occa- 
sion, composed of lodges, bands and sight- 
seers from Wilkesbarre, Nanticoke and other 
points along the line. The excursion train was 
run in two sections, and upon the return 
trip tonight the rear’ section ran 
into. the forward section at Mud Ran, 
about 9 o’elock, with disastrous results. Sev- 
eral cars of the forward section were telescoped 
and forty persons were killed outright, anda 
about an equal number injured, many of them 
probably fatally. Thelate hour at which the 
accident occurred, the remote and isolated lo- 
cation of the scene, and the reticence of the 
railroad people combined to render the-.collec- 
tion of the details extremely difficult. It is 
impossible to ascertain the names of any of the 
victims, but their number is stated above with 
approximate accuracy.

If south Florida 
will not allow them to ‘pass through, why should 
you attempt to force them on us? Please counter- 
mand order. | ; 

Dr. Hamilton replied as follows: 

“The persons named have ! een detained at Camp 
Perry ten days, during which period they have not 
been exposed to infection. They are acclimated, 
and not likely to become sick, and their baggage 
has been twice fumigated. They are not forced 
upon you,. The offcer at Camp Perry permits them 
to depart under the regulations in force all the 
summer, as they are destitute, I understand he has 
furnished them tickets, Yon can keep them out of 
New Orieans if you desire. I suggest that you noti- 
fy them, through Hutton, where they must stop. 
The governmett has no regulation detaining them 
beyon 1 the quarantine period of ten days,” 

Dr. Hutton wired today as follows: 

F. O. Saltmarsh, Pensacola, telegraphs that the 
authorities of Mississippi and Louisiana will not 
allow the nurses from Camp Perry to enter 
these states, These nurses have been in Camp 
Perry from seventeen to twenty-four days each. 
There is absolutely no inféction in the camppnor 
has there been, ‘he question that now confronts 
us is whether Mississ!ppi, Lorisiana or the United 
Siates are supreme in the matter, Please advise me. 
Meantime I shall hold the nurses, 

Dr. Hamilton sent the following reply: 

“Allow the nurses to depart aod go as far as they 
will be allowed. While the regulation forbidding 
their entry to New Orleans, in my judgment, is 
entirely unwarranted by any state of tacts, the goy- 
ernment cannot override local regulations under 
the present laws, but nocommunity can force the 
government to retain optere in quasi confinement 
beyond the period the general judgment of sani- 
tarians have azieed on as safe ard proper.” 

The nurses in question are residents of New 
Orleaus who volunteered to go to Jacksonville 
under auspices of the Red Cross association, 
and are desirous to return home.

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“TRAGEDY NEAR MACON. 


A VEGRO sot THROUGH THE HEAD 
AND HEART. 
A Lively Fight in Which Knives, Pistols 
and Iron Rods Are the Weapons—One 
Man Killed and Another Wounded. 


Macon, Ga., October 10.—[Special.]—- This 
afternoon at half past 4 o'clock, three miles 
from Macon, a fatal difficulty oceurred at 
Lowe Bros.’ store. Albert Green and Jake 
McKensie, half brothers, and Willis B. Lundy, 
all three negroes, entered the store where Gus 
Small clerked, who is a son of Andrew Snfall, 
« well-known farmer, and a nephew of A. B. 
Bmall, a wealthy Macon merchant. Green 
owed Lowe Brothers, and on account of it a 
dispute arose between Small and Green. 
Small ordered Green out of the store. Green 
said he would go when he d—d pleased. Green 
went to his wagon, unfastened the hind gate 
fron rod, and returned to strike Small. Small 
hit him three times over the head with aclub. 
Witlis Lundy, a negro, took up the difficalty 
on belialf of Green, drew a knife and was ad-. 
vancing to cut Gus Small in the back, when 
his father, Andrew Small, struck Lundy over 
the head witi?the hind gate of a wagon, stun- 
ning him. 

Lee Humphries,'a young white man, at 
tempted to stop the difficulty. Lundy grabbed 
him by the coat collar, backed him into ®& 
ditch, and made a rake at Humphries’s throat 
with a knife, when Gus Small struck Lundy’s 
hand. The knife descended, cutting Humph- 
ries a severe gash in the side. Humphries 
was still standing in the ditch and struck 
Landy over the head with’ a pistol, staggering 
him. Lundy made another attempt to cut 
Humphries. Humpbries fired, hitting Lundy 
in the middle of the forehead, the ball 
entering his brain. Humphries fired again 
instantly, shooting Lundy through the heart. 
Lundy fell dead. Either wound would havo 
killed him. The shooting is considered per- 
fectly justifiable. The coroner held an inquest 
but continued the hearing until tomorrow, 
owing to the absence of Albert Green, one of 
the main witnesses. It will be observed that 
Lundy, who was killed.and Peacemaker Hum- 
phries, who was cut, were not the originators 
of the difficulty. 

While the fighting was in progress, a negro 
stole Walter Kilpatrick’s pocketbook off the 
counter, containing soventy-five dollars. The 
mohey was afterwards found under a wagon 
wheel.

TRIED TO KILL HIM. 


Chris: Childers Attempts to Shoot R. L. 
Jackson. 


Macon, Ga., October 10.—[Special.]—About 
half past eleven o’clock last night Mr. Chris 
Childers, head. baker at Rogers & Winn’s fac- 
tory, made a desperate effort to kill Mr. R. L,. 
Jackson, of Savannah, an employe of the Cen- 
tral railroad. The difficulty occurred in the 
Brown house bar. Mr. Jackson was standing 
at the bar counter talking with another 
young man,- when Childers entered and 
made an uncomplimentary allusion 
to Jackson. Jackson told Childers 
not to interfere witn the conversation. 
Childers answered that he could whip Jackson 
in the twinkling of an eye. Jackson offered 
to wager $15 that Childers could not accom- 
lish the job.. Childers struck Jackson in the 
ace with his fist, but the blow seemed to have 
no effect on Jackson. Childers drew his pistol, 
leveled it at the heart of Jackson, who was 
standing less than a yard away, and pulled the 
trigger. Just as the weapon fired, Mr. 
Harry Griggs, who was standing behind the 
bar knocked the pistol up with his hand and 
the ball passed through Jackson’s hat and en- 
tered the ceiling. Jackson then grappled with 
Childers to prevent him firing again. In the 
struggle, Childers had succeeded in pressing 
the muzzle of the pistol against the side of 
Jackson, and just as hs wasinthe act of fir- 
ing. Mr. Griggs jumped over the counter and 
by great. strength snatched the  pis- 
to] {rom Childers’s hand, and 
Jhilders and Jackson fell upon _ the 
fioor fighting.

Owing to 
this defect in the warrants the negroes were 
dismissed. It is probable they will lose no 
time in leaving town, for Officer Palethorpe 
will take out anotber warrant for their arrest. 
‘Thistime the officer will swear to it. itis very 
probable, however, that the negroes have made 
good use of their freedom, and have left the 
city. 

A few hours after tle negroes were released, 
Officer Palethorpe, who had telegraphed to 
South Carolina concerning their fiight from 
there, received a telegram stating that there 
was a reward of one hundred dollars for the 
capture of each of the nogroes, and to hold 
them untila South Carolina officer arrived. 
Officer Palethorpe telegraphed, ‘in reply, for 
fuller particulars of the cause of their flight 
from Carolina. Oflicer Golden assisted Pale- 
thorpe in the arrest of the negroes yesterday, 
and they are greatly disappointed at the slip- 
ping of two hundred dollars out of their hands 
60 casily. A close look out is being kept for 
the two negroes.

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CAROLINA CROPS, 


The September Report of the Agricultural 
Department. 

CotvumBiA, 8. C., October 10.—[Special.]— 
The report of the agricultural department for 
September, issued today, is very discouraging. 
The rain fall was ten inches, and there was a 
general frost on September 30. Continued 
rains did great damage to the cotton, the ex- 
tent of which cannot be estimated, but ranges 
from ten to twenty-five per cent of the crop. 
All bottom land crops are destroyed by the 
tloods. The long staple cotton was injured by 
rust and caterpillars,and is cut off about twen- 
The average condition is 77. 
Corn was destroyed and damaged by floods 
and continuous rains. The indicated yield is 
nine bushels per acre. The rice in Georgetown 
county was cut off thirty per cent, in cotton 
thirty-three per cent, and in Berkley the river 
rico is almost a total failure. These three coun- 
ties produce sixty per cent of the Carolina rice 
crop.

The impression prevails, however, that the 
police will have much more trouble in pre- 
serving ordef from this time on until the end 
of the strike than they have thus far had. 
No attempt has been made as _ yet 
to run cars in the west division, and appear- 
ances indicate that thoy will not make any 
general effort for the resumption of traftic till 
matters have quieted down somewhat. The 
barns all remained locked, and stablemen, ex- 
cept enough of them to care forthe horses, 
have been discharged. 

The strikers in this division, who have been 
through two or three successful strikes, exhibit 
an uglier dispesition than those of the north 
side. They declare that the cars will not be 
permitted torun, and that if an attempt is 
nade, they will be tumbled into the ditch. 

On the Westside, this afternoon, the strikers 
surrounded and attacked aman named Gub- 
bins, who drove one of the cars yesterday.

The 
barns all remained locked, and stablemen, ex- 
cept enough of them to care forthe horses, 
have been discharged. 

The strikers in this division, who have been 
through two or three successful strikes, exhibit 
an uglier disposition than those of the north 
side. They declare that the cars will not be 
permitted torun, and that if an attempt is 
made, they will be tumbled into the ditch. 

On the Westside, this afternoon, the strikers 
surrounded and attacked aman named Gub- 
bins, who drove one of the cars yesterday. 
They seized his horse and threatened to drag 
him from the buggyin which he was riding. 
He fired a revolver over their heads and 
frightened them away, and was compelled to 
defend himself a second and third time in the 
same manner. 

A serious riotoccurred at the same place 
later in the afternoon, when a car was pulled 
out of the Western avenue barn, guarded by 
half a dozen policemen. The car and driver 
were pelted with stones. Police Captain Al- 
drich had his scalp cut open. 

The police caught one strikerin the act of 
throwing astone. The man was arrested, but 


- in less than a minute a hundred strikers had 


piled on the policemen and reseued the pris- 
oner. Tiiecar proceeded and the mob fol- 
Jowed, throwing stones. - 

At Leavitt street the mob rushed out to the 
street and boarded the car, attempting to drag 
she driver from his position. <A patrol wagon 
Joad of police rode both in front and behind 
the car. They dismounted and charged on 
the crowd. This time a dozen strikers held 
their own, and threw stones at the bluecoats. 
One man struck Lieutenant Shea, and the 
cfiicer followed his man through tho crowd. 

6 pulled his revolver while running and took 
+ eliberate aim, and fired, but his bullet missed, 
and the strikers scattered in every direction. 

From that time on there was not any missiles 
thrown. The car advanced to the south side 
#nd returned without furtherattack. Every- 
phere that an attempt was 
Funde to run, the car’ tracks were 
obstructed with every conceivable 
thing. Planks were laid across the tracks and 
spiked ateachend. Paving blocks, building 
material, earth from cellar excavations, were 
piled on the track. Many rails were tern up 
and laid across the tracks and bontires were 
built on the tracks. There is no cessation of 
these demonstrations,

THE DAY IN THE SENATE. 


The Bill to Pay the Widow of Chief Jus- 
‘ tlee Waite Passes. 


WASHINGTON, October 10.—In the senate, 
Mr. Hale presented the report of the select 
committee on the operation of the civil service 
law, and said that a minority report would be 
presented hereafter. Ordered printed. 

The joint resolution reported yesterday 
from the committee on epidemic diseases re- 
we the president to direct the chiefs of 
medical bureaus of the army and navy and 
marine hospital service to co-operate with the 
yellow fever conference to be held in Wash- 
ington. in December next, was taken up. 

Mr. Call offered as an amendment to it, a 
proposition requesting the president to issue 
an invitation to the academies of science and 
other distinguisned scientists to convene in 
Washington and examine and report upon 
methods for the suppression of yellow fever, 
and appropriating $100,000 for the purpose. 
He argued in favor of his amendment. 

Mr. Harris (chairman of the committee on 
epidemie diseases) offered an® amendment 
stating that the commit Was unanimous in 
reporting adversely upon it, and favorably 
upon the pending resolution. 

The amendment was rejected and the joint 
resolution passed. 

The senate then on motion of Mr. Hoar 
(Mr. Edmunds being absent) took up for con- 
sideration the bill to pay $8,475 to the. widow 
of Chief Justice Waite, beiug the balance of 
his year’s salary. Mr. Hoar advocated the 
bill. Messrs. Hawley and Call also advoca- 
ted the jbill, and Messrs. Berry, Coke and 
—— opposed it. 

When a vote was reached the bill was 
passed, Mr. a having withdrawn his call 
for the yeas and nays because, hefsaid, it 
would show there was no quorum present, and 
he also believed and hoped that the bill could 
not and would not pass the house. 

A number of bills were taken from the cal- 
endar and passed, among them one autioriz- 
ing the construction of a railroad bridge across 


the Coosa river, at Gadsden, Ala. 


The senate then, at 1:45 p. m., resumed con- 
sideration of the tariff bill, and was addressed 
by Mr. Bate in opposition to the senate bill.§ 

At the close of Mr. Bate’s speech, Mr. Cul- 
lom obtained the floor, and the_tariff bill went 
over till tomorrow. 

A message from the president was presented 
and read vetoing the bill for the relief of the 
executors of Joseph H. Maddox for payment 
on account of losses sustained by the seizure 
of tobacco during the war. The president re- 
fers to the fact that the claim was barred by 
adverse decisions of the courts; that it had 
then been presented to congress, beginning 
with the forty-second congress, and had passed 
now when favorable conditions existed and 
that he fails to appreciate the equities that en- 
title the claimant to a further hearing. 

The bill and message was refcrred to the 
committee on claims. 

After a short executive session, the senate 
adjourned.

ABOUT THE NEW CAPITOL. 


So eteiteeeniermnimeemens oF 
Notes on the Finish, the Furniture, Etc., of 
the Building. | 

The new capitol is steadily approaching com- 
pletion. The beautiful pink marble wainscot- 
ting is bein g put up around the walls of the 
grand corridors on the first floor, and the white 
marble tiling is being laid on all three floors. 
The marble steps of the d stairway in one 
of the great light shafts havd been ee in place 
and the iron framework of the other awaits 
the steps. The governor’s private office, in 
the north end, is finished in maple aud the ad- 
joining offices in cherry. The executive offices 
extend from the north entrance round the west 
side, taking up all the rooms on the first floor 
to the main entrance but two, which have been 
—— to the secretary of state. 

The doors and door frames opening into the 
corridors are allof oak, and the inside of the 
doors is covered with wood to match the finish 
of the rooms they open into. The principal 
offices fon the first floor are finished in oak, 
cherry or maple, and on the second and third 
floors the wainscotting and door frames of the 
corridors are of oak, and the committee rooms 
are finished inside in yellow pine. The state 
library. which reaches from the second floor 
through the third across the north end, is 
finished in cherry, and the supreme court- 
room, in the south end, is finished in oak. The 
senate chamber is in oak, and the house of 
representatives with the surrounding corridors 
is finished in cherry. 

It is thought that the building will be fin- 
ishedin January, and that the state officers 
will move in sometime in February, so that 
everything will be in perfect order by the time 
the summer session of the legislatare begins. 

It was thought by some of the members of 
the capitol furniture commission that the 
building could be furnished for $30,000, but 
the impression is growing that it will not cost 
less than $100,000, the minimum suggested by 
Treasurer Hardeman. The gas fixtures, for 
instance, will cost $10,000, the 219 desks for 
the house and senate will cost probably 
$4,000, the 219 chairs will cost 
something like ten dollars each, 
making $2,190 more, and the desks of the state- 
house oftices will cost several thousand dollars. 
Then there are the committee rooms, every 
one of which will have to be furnished and car- 
peted, and it will take a good article of carpet 
to be economical in such places. Then there 
will be the fittings, bookcases and shelving of 
the statehouse oflices and the supreme court- 
room, with the fitting up of the state library. 

The state of Texas celebrated the comple- 
tion of her ¢apitol last year with a great 
pageant which was attended by visitors from 
nearly every state inthe south. People are 
beginning to talk about the approaching com- 
pletion of the Georgia capitol and to wonder 
how it will be celebrated, and it seems to be 
the opinion that Atlanta and the state will do 
the handsome thing and the building will be 
christened in a manner worthy of the occasion. 

Some have suggested the idea that the leg- 
islature will adjourn so as to meet and christen 
the new capitol on the fourth of July.

Atlanta’s nitary 

Tie CONSTITUTION {3 in receipt of a 
communication from some one signed ‘*Citi- 
ven,’ asking why it is that the sanitary in- 
spectors of the city do not personally inspect 
the premises of the residence lots of the 
city. 

Wedo not know. When the city in- 
creased its sanitary force it was supposed 
_ that it did so for the purpose of having the 
sanitary inspection of the city more closely 
attended to. As to whether or not this is 
being done we are unable to say, further 
than that we are confident the city lasa 
competent force of inspectors, who are fully 
able to do the work required of them, and 
who, we believe, are willingin their efforts. 

We fear, however, that the authorities of 
the city are not strict enough in their regu- 
lations concerning sanitary inspection. 
There isnot alotin the city that should be 
exempt from close inspection. Our sani- 
tary inspectors should be required to go 
through the residence premises of the city 
at frequent intervals, and the health of the 
city is not safe unless this isdone. Once a4 
month is little enough, but there are some 
lots in the city which are never inspected. 
We do not know the exact line of work re- 
quired of the inspectors, but we are of the 
opinion that the regulations governing them 
are not as strict in this particular as they 
should be. By defective sanitation, arising 
out of the carelessness of citizens in leaving 
garbage to accumulate on their premises, 
the health of the whole city may be affected, 
‘and it is criminal negligence on the part of 
the city authorities to take any chances in 
the matter. They are responsible for the 
health of the city as far as sanitary regula- 
tion can protect it. 

Now is the very time for those in charge 
io exercise every diligence in keeping the 
city clean, for if there is no filthy accumu- 
lation during the winter there is less chance 
that fever germs will be generated to be lib- 
erated by the heat of the summer’s sun. It 
isan easy matter for Atlanta to keep healthy 
if she will only improve the advantages 
which nature has given her.

ONE OF THE MOST BRILLIANT WED- 


DINGS EVER SEEN 


In Atianta—The Ceremony at St. Lake's 
Cathedral—The Attendants Tendered a 
Reception at Governor Bullock’s Home. 


Rarely has it been THE CoNnsTITUTION’S 
pleasure to chronicle a more brilliant wedding 
than that last night at St. Luke s Episcopal 
cathedral, the contracting parties being Mr. 
Leonard Treadwell Kendall, of New Xork, 
and Miss Cornelia Bullock, daughter of ex- 
Governor Rufus B. Bullock, of Atlanta. Mr. 
Kendall, the groomsman, in this interesting 
matrimonial alliance, is alawyer by profession, 
and has been adinitted to the practice in New 
York city. His mother has an elegant estate 
at Newport, Rhede Island, where the family 
spend their summers. In seeking fora more 
agreeable winter climate Atlanta has been 
selected for several seasons, and society people 
here have enjoyed the presence of Mrs. Ken- 
dall and her charming daughters. Attracted 
by the push and energy of this growing city, 
Mr. Kendall has put money and 
brains into one of the largest 
manufacturing industries of Atlanta, of which 
he is now the financial head and manager. 
Heisagentleman of polished manner and 
broad culture, and has made scores of friends 
since he came south. 

The fair bride is the only daugbter of ex- 
Governor Rufus B. Bullock, and has becn one 
of the most popular young ladies in Atlanta 
since her return from school two or three years 
ago. She has proven her loveliness of char- 
acter on every occasion, and no one has called 
around her a more enthusiastic circle of 
friends. Miss Bullock was born at Augusta 
Georgia, and was baptised by the late Rev, 
Mr. Clark, of old St. Paul’s, in that city. Her 
god-father and god-mother on that occasion 
were Mr. H. B. Plant and Mrs. Oakes, of New 
York, and it isan interesting incident that her 
sponsors at her baptism were to be with her at 
the altar last evening. Mrs. Oakes was pres- 
ent, but at the last moment, Mr. Plant found 
it impossible to so arrange his pressing busi- 
ness engagements as to be here. 

The floral decorations at the cathedral were 
elaborate, expensive, and yet in beautiful 
simplicity of elegant taste. They were the 
work of Mr, Wachendorff, the most artistic 
florist in the south. The chancel crypt was 
a mass of festoons of smilax, ferns, ‘‘the 
bride’ roses and choice exotics. The altar 
was literally covered with Mexican and South 
American ferns, while on each side rose 
two immense Abyssinian banana plants 
twelve feet high. ‘There were. over 300 
strands of smilax, ordered from Canada for 
this occasion, and at intervals along the heavy 
rafters where it was festooned around the 
octagonal crypt, were 1,000 white ‘“‘the bride’ 
roses. A pretty conceit ina small window in 
the dome of the crypt was a cross beam of 
smilax, in which a white dove appeared with 
up-lifted wings, just in the act of alighting, 
suggesting his sudden fiight into the 
cathedral, a messenger from sacred portals to 
bring peace to the ceremony. The dove was a 
veritable poem of grace and suggestion. 

On the right of the chancel was a large pyra- 
mid of ferns and palms, some ten feet in diam- 
eter, from the centerof which rose another 
Abyssinian banana plant fifteen feet high, its 
leaves eighteen inches wide, almost reaching 
the ceiling. The font was covered in alsophyla 
ferns, palms, and exotics, while the passage 
leading into the vestry room was screened off 
by a profusion of palms and ribbon trees, past 
which the choiristers and groom came. he 
chandeliers were rich with smilax and roses, 
and altogether the floral decorations a feast of 
nature’s beautiful ornaments arranged by the 
hand of art, long to be remembered. 

A canvass canopy extended from the left 
front entrance to the outer edge of the side- 
walk, under which crash carpeting was laid 
for the bridal party to pass over. Just before 
the party entered two colored pages, clad in 
white livery, entered the cathedral, and, 
catching a roll of white crash by the corners, 
reeled it off down the center aisle, then enclos- 
ing the seats on either side with white satin 
ribbon, which they reeled off in similar man- 
ner. The effect was novel and interesting. 

Despite the inclement weather, the cathe- 
dral was well filled by 7:50, the ceremony hay- 
ing been announced for 8 o’clock. Half an 
hour before the bridal party arrived, the or- 
chestra, with Mr. Salter accompanying on the 
grand organ, played the Trancredi overture, 
by Rossini, the Stradella overture, by Flotow, 
a fantasie from Lucia di Lammermoar, Raff’s 
Caratina, violin solo by Mr, Blumenfeld. The 
third number was an organ solo, Wely’s Op- 
yertoire in E flat, rendered in Mr. Salter’s 

est style. When the bridal party arrived, 
and while they waited atthe entrance, the 
choristers, numbering forty voices, entered 
from the vestry room and sang number 248 
from the hymnal as a processional hymn, 
Mr. Salter atthe organ. hoy then divided 
ranks and marched in a most impressive man- 
ner down the outer nisles, meet- 
ing again at the center aisle, 
going again to the chancel, where they 
sanganotherhymn. Following this the ushers, 
Messrs. Thomas C. Erwin, Samuel H. Hall, 
Charles W. Crankshaw, Daniel Grant, Joseph 
T. Orme, V. V. Bullock, Thomas B. Paine and 
Major Comegys, came down the center aisle 
to the strains of the Tanhauser wedding march. 
The bridesmaids, Misses Gussie Miller, Water- 
loo, N. ¥.; Carrie Hamilton, New York; Fan- 
nie Clarke, Annie Belle Maude, Ken- 
dall, Mollie Courtney, and Kendall, came 
next, followed by the bride leaning on the arm 
of her father. Miss Bullock wore an exquisite 
toilette of white — silk, cut V shape at the 
neck, and short sleeves, with long train from 
the waist. The front was of pearl wrought 
lace. A spray of white crysanthemums ex- 
tended from the left shoulder to the waist, 
while a cloud of tulle veiling coyered the cos- 
tume from the head tothe end of the train. 
Her only jewel was a pin of forget-ine-nots 
with diamond center, while in her hand she 
carried a large bouquet of traditional 
blue violets. A lovelier bride was never 
seen in Atlanta, and she walked up the 
aisle with the tread and grace of a queen. The 
bridesmaids wore satin bodices, low cut, and 
tulle skirts, with bouquets of roses. As the 
bride reached the chancel, she was met by the 
rroom and his brother, who acted as best man. 
rhe ceremony was then performed by Rey. 
Mr. Barrett, the rector of the cathedral, dur- 
ing which Mr. Blumenfeld played softly on 
the violin, the “*Prize Song,’’ by Wagner, from 
“Die Meistersinger.”” As the bridal party 
moved slowly out, the choristers sang a reces- 
sional hymn, and Mr. Salter and the orchestra 
played the last number, Gounod’s Koman 
march, and the most beautiful wedding ever 
noted in Atlanta was over. 

A few invited guests joined the bridal party 
at Governor Buliock’s residence, on Poackarba 
street, after the ceremony, where refreshments 
were served, and about two hours spent in 
happy congratulations. Mrs. Kendall was 
present, robed in her own wedding 
dress, made over thirty years ago. It 
looked still fresh and beautiful and was of 
light blue silk and point lace, with handsome 
diamond ornaments. Mrs. Rodenbush, of New 
York, was also present as a friend of the Ken- 
dalls, She only recently arrived from Europe, 
andleft the steamer at New York, coming 
straight to Atlanta to be present at the wed- 
ding. She worna rich dress of brown silk 
and. velvet with diamonds. Governor and 
Mrs Bullock were the recipientsof hearty con] 
gratulations from everyone, and the evening 
was one of great happiness to those present. 

The presents, which came from over one hun. 
dred different friends, and numbered severay 
hundred, were, probably, the richest, as a 
whole, ever scen in Atlanta. They were dis- 
pape in a room adjoining the parlors at Govy- 

sullock’s residence, and completely filled it, 
the walls even being covered with the offerings 
in lace, tapestry and paintings. The collection 
of solid silver, gold, jewels, bronzes, etc., was 
magnificent, and came from all parts of the 
north and east. Among the gifts were a solid 
silver tankard, inlaid with gold decorations, 
which have been in the Kendall family for 
maby generations, and two pieces of solid 
silver table service which have been in the 
brides’ family through four generations.

Mr. Gray Speaks. 

Mr. Gray was greeted with applause as he 
arose and came forward. ; 

Mr. Chairman and fellow-citizens: It is a 
ma ter of great regret that the inclemency of the 
wWeailver has interfered very largely with this meet- 
ing, but tose of us whoare here may enjoy our- 
selycs as well as though every seat were filled and 
standing room ata premnium.

This must be reduced by 
pi#iu business methods, by freeimg entirely the 
necessaries of life and by wise reductions 
in other directions. The ople and the good of 
the country demand this. fabhe demands readjust- 
mentof the sysiem. This the democratic party 
proposes to give. 

It isits purpose under the benign influence of 
& wise, patriotic and conservative executive to give 
to the people, the toiling masses, cheaper food, 
cheaper clothing, cheaper tuc! and cheaper shelter;

Wagesin high tariff Germany are much 
lower than in free trade England, The workman, 
in unprotected employment receives, in nine 
cases gut .of ten, hixher wages than 
jhose engaged in thefprotectedfindustries, The time 
has not yet come in America nor will it come that 
the Competent and eflicient wage worker cannot 
find employment, and a remunerative price for his 
labor. The time has not come nor will it come, 
that the wage-earnerifief. to himself, free from the 
domination of his intolerant master, can be invei- 
gied into casting his yct2 foran exhorbitant rate of 
taxation believing that he is thereby subserving 
his own interest. 

Mr. Gray said, in conclusion: 

IfI have been able to impress you in any way 
upon the all-absorbing question which is now agi- 
tating our common country, I feel amptly compen- 
sated. All overthis fair land of ours the hosts are 
gathering for battle. Their weapons are not the 
sword and bayonet of the conscript, but the ballot of 
the free.

In the intelligence, the patriotism and the inde- 
pendence of the American peuple I have every con- 
fidence, and to them I am willing to submit the 
country’s name, the country’s future.

AT THE COURTHOUSE. 


In the city court yesterday, Judge Van Epps 
presiding, most of the day was taken up with 
the case of J. McConnell vs. the Central 
railroad.

| IS THIS MAN NELSON? 


~~ 
THE STORY OF A S$TRANGER IN 
MONTANA, 


Who is Wounded, and While in Delirinm 
Talks of Atlanta, About a Bank, and a 
Trip to Canada. 


C. C. Nelsoh, who is remembered by several 
Atlanta people with different degrees of re- 
gret, ex-banker and broker and a fugitive 
from the laws of two governments, has been 
heard from again. 

This is said positively, as there seems fo be 
no donbt that the person mentioned in the fol- 
lowing dispatch is Nelson: 

Butre, Montana, October 10.—[{Special, }—About 
five days ago there wasa barroom fight on lower 
Hill street, in a saloon frequented by 
miners employed = at the Bell mine. 
The night . of this row, in which 
revolvers were freely used, a man was wounded, a 
bullet striking him in thé thigh. He was a stranger 
to most of the menin the saloon at the time the 
shooting commenced, and had been drinking with 
& minor named Wm. Duncan, who got 
mixed up in ‘the row in some 
way. When the shooting ceased Duncan found 
this manlying on the -floor, helpless and blood 
flowing freely from his wound. Duncan picked 
the wounded man up and carried him to his house, 
a reguiar bachelor miner’s shack, at the foot of 
Prickly Pearalley. A doctor was called and the 
wound in the arenen’s hip was dressed, the doc- 
tor telling Duncan that he would not attempt to 
probe for the ball until the following day. 

buringthe night a high fever set in. and the 
stranger be@ime delirious, talking so loudly that 
Duncan was awakened, and went to the pallet 
where the man was lying. Dunean spoke to him, 
and asked if he wanted anything, 

“Go away,’ he said, ‘1 want to die.”’ 

According to Dunean’s story, which was only 
made public here today, the wounded man contin- 
ued to talkin his delirium, and told of life in At- 
lanta, Ga., 3 that he wished he bad wot left 
& bank there, and then went on telling of a journey 
he had made to Canada, In speaking of this, 
Duncan says he would smileand say “I got clear 
away from them, and ifit hadn’t have been for that 
— woman they would never have known where I 

For nearly an_ hour, 
man talked on in an _  imeoherent way, 
sometimes we how much money he 
made and peigeney menticned Atlanta, At one 
ime he said: “IfI hadu’t left At anta when I did 
I wonid have been put in the penitentiary.’’ Ashe 
said this he tried to raise himself up and, dropping 
back upon the pallet, covered his face with his 
hands as though -trying to shut out some terrible 
sight.. Once or twice Duncan heard him say some. 
thing about “my wife,’’ but he almost whispered it. 
Then he would start offin a wild raving about how 
he fled from Canada, and told of his journey to Win- 
nipeg ad mentioned several other places along the 
line of t} @ Vanadian Pacific railway, which road, it 
seems from Duncan's rocollection of what he said, 
he traveled over clear to the Pacific coast and then 
came to Butte by way ofthe Northern Pacific. 

Finally, Duncan says, the opiates which tne doc- 
tor had administered began to do their work, aud 
the wounded man dropped to-sleep. 

Duncan, who is atypical miner, having come to 
this country nearly twenty years azo, made up his 
mind at the time that he would say nothing about 
what he had heard the man say. 

The next morning when Duncan wroxeup he 
found the wounded stranger looing around him in 
a rather dazed manner, and he told him how he 
came there, and how he (Duncan) had met him in 
the saloon the night before. He says the man 
thanked him for his kinduessand then asked if he 
had been delirious. Duncan told him he did not 
k iow, as he had slept ajl night. 

The doctor came and dressed the wound, finding 
the ball without any trouble, it evidently having 
been a glancing shot, and after telling the stranger 

hat he would de all right in a few days left. Dun- 
can, who is out of work at present, owing to the 
shutting down of the Bell mine smelter. staid with 
h's wounded guest and nurse@ him until yesterday. 
His wound was rapidly healing and he was able to 
limp around with the aid ofacrutch. The doctor 
saw him last yesterday morning when he dressed 
his wound. 

uring the time that they were together, Duncan 
and the stranger, who had given his name as Willis, 
tilked a good deal. Willis, as he called himself, 
told Duncan that he was a stock buycr from Kanras, 
but was on a Visit to. Montana for the purpose of in- 
vesting in some good mining property, and asked 
Duncan’s advice. He said he had cm'ly arrived 
in Butte City on the day that he met 
Duncan in the saloon. He said he feit lonesome, and 
hearing the music went in and happening to meet 
Duncan asked him to take adrink. Duncan says 
Willis offered him money for his care of bim, but he 
refused it.

MANCHESTER’S MARKET. 


Little Doing in Forward Contracts—Small 
Demand from China. 
MANCHESTER, October 10.—The Guardian’s com- 
mercial article says the market is lifeless: gmall lots 
for early delivery bring previous prices. Little is 
doing in important forward contracts. The pro- 
ducers of India fabrics invited the merchants to 
make offers at firm prices for Calcutta in the hope of 
bringing business, but merchants do not appear 
sanguine of doing much in view of the firmness here. 
The demand for Bombay is checke4|by the strenzth 
here aud fears of the ill effects of the drouth in 
Kattiawar and Guzeratt. Some exceptional sales of 
fine goods for India wore induced by the fact 
that the yarns forming these fabrics have 
not risen in ‘proportion, with those spun from 
American cotton, The china demand {s poor, al- 
though there are a few inquiries for 814 pound 
shirtings, which lately have been more sa able in 
Shanghai than other kinds. Merchants regard the 
curre t prices here as too high to encourage the 
beginning ot buying, fully for next season’s sup- 
plies. For minor foreign markets business is slow. 
Sales are modesate. Some houses act cautiously. 
The production of cloth contihues to be lessened by 
the stoppage of looms or running of mills on short 
time by manu‘acturers, who often find it extremely 
ditticult to get supplies of yarn, and small business 

is done In bundied yarn for export, 

Quotations are beyond the reach of buyers for {m- 

rtant orders. Home manufacturers pay fall prices 
or litting lots for early delivery, but are rarely 
tempted to buy for forward delivery, though good 
concessions are offered. Cloth is dull, A Fmall 
business was done in the leading departments. 
There were some moderate sales on India mulls 
but there was a poor demand for shirtings and other 
Indja and Chinastap'es. Some sellers gold print- 
ing cloths more freely at previous prices,~but it is 
difficult to realize the full current quotations. Mex- 
icans for China are very steady and rather dear 
where sellers managed to effect, as some did, a fair 
business, last week, but generally heavy goods re- 
main quiet and steady.

gho Third Party Speak of Springing a. 
Straight Prohibition Ticket, and the Ke 
publicans May Enter the List. 


City politics. . 

Yesterday a representative of, Tie Constt 
quTion took @ turn through the city an¢ 
looked into the political situation. 

The conservative ticket is gaining ground 
daily. Itis growing among all Classes, an 
has. already developed most formidable 
strength. Tle people who-are flocking to its 
support seem to look upon it as the best solution 
yet presented of the issue which has so long 
vexed the city. 

It has been rumored for several days that 
certain elements of the anti-prohibitionists wall 
put astraight tickot iu the field headed by Mr. 
Walter Brown, who is running for mayor. 

This ticket has not yet been formulated and 
pothing very definite could be gotten on the 
Ss safo to say, however. that other anti 
prohibitionists will enter the list in a few days. 

The names of many gentlemen bave been 
mentioned in connection with the forthcoming 
anti-prohibition ticket. 

Messrs. John Silvey, H. M. Beutel) and K. 
C. Mitchell have been spoken of for alderman. 
In the first ward it is thought that Dr. Curtis 
will be on the ticket, tough there is a general 
feeling that Mr. Joo Hirsch ought to be in- 
dorsed. Inthe second, Mr. J. W. Alexander 
has been mentioned. In the third, Mr. George 
Cassin is talked about as a suitalbe candidate. 
In the fourth, Mr. John Holliday has 
been discussed. In _ the fifth,. Mr. 
Antoine Kontz seems to be satisfactory to the 

nti-prohibitionists and it is proboble that no 
man will be brought out in opposition to him. 
In the sixth the merits of Messrs. George Hope 
avd Donald M. Bain have been canvassed. 

As yet no definite action has been taken by 
the friends of these gentlemen, but it is pretty 
generally understood that at a meeting 
to be held by them next Monday night,a ticket 
will be agreed upon. 

The Third Party. 

There isa strong probability that the third 
party people will put a straight prohibition 
ticket in the field. At their regular meeting, 
held night before last, it developed that & 
majority aro in fayor of springing a 
ticket in the city election. It was 
decided, however, to take no action 
until after the presidential election. 

Dr. J. O. Perkins said yesterday: ‘Nothing 
definite has been done in reference to the put- 
ting of a straight prohibition ticket in the 
field by the National prohibition party. There 
is plenty of time to talk about that. The city 
election does not take place until 
somctime in December. We are very 
anxious to poll a good yote in Georgia for Fisk 
and Brooks, the nominees of the-mational pro- 
hibition party,for president and vice-president, 
and are now working to thafend. Yes; Rev. 
Sam. W. Small will return to Atlanta about 

the lstof November. No; inthe eyent of our 
putting out a ticket, I do not know who would 
be our candidate for mayor. When Mr. Small 
gets here something of interest to the public 
May happen in relation to @ prohibition ticket 
for mayer and councilmen, At present tho 
national prohibition party in Atlanta think it 
best to await developments,” 
The Republicans. 

The republicans are taiking strongly about 
bringing out a municipal ticket. It seems cer- 
tain that they will do so unless they are ac- 
corded some representation on the tickets or 
are allowed to aid in formulating these tickets. 

In answer to a direct question yesterday 
Colonel A. E. Buck said: 

“I can’t say whether or not the republicans 
will run aticket. It depends upon circum- 
stances. [ willsay this, however: If they 
decide to run a straight ticket the probability 
is that it will not be put in the field until after 

Le presidential election. Nothing definite 
has been done.’’ 

The colored leaders are strongly in favor of 
running astraight republican ticket, unless the 
republicans are given representation on othe 
tickets. 

“If we get reasonable representation,’’ sal 
Moses Bently, yesterday, ‘‘we will not put out 
a ticket, but will support that ticket which 
allows us representation. That is the univer 
sal sentiment among the republicans. The 
truth isthat they do not desire to make 
fight, and will not enter the lists unless they 
are driven to it. As for the colored 
people they do not wish ta 
try to control things in Atlanta, but feel tha 
as they pay taxes and are able to poll abou 
three thousand votes, they are entitled to some 
political recognition in goverming the affairs 0 
the city. The republicans of Atlanta are we 
organized, and I am satisfied that unless repre 
sentation is given them, they can elect 
straight municipal ticket.’’ 

The republican committee of forty-two, com 
posed of sever representatives from each ward 
will meet at Fowler’s hall on Broad streett 
morrow night to dicuss tho situation.

A QUADRANG ULAR FIGHT FOR MAY- 
OR AMONG THE PROBABILITIES. 
The Third Party Speak of Springing a. 
Straight Prohibition Ticket, and the Be 

publicans May Enter the List. 


City politics. s 

Yesterday a representative of Tir ConstTr- 
euTion took @ turn through the city and 
jooked into the political situation. 

The conservative ticket is gaining ground 
daily. Itis growing among all classes, and 
has already developed most formidable 
strength. The people who are flocking to its 
support seem to look upon it asthe best solution 
yet presented of the issue which has so long 
vexed the city. : 

It has been rumored for several days that 
certain elements of the anti-proliibitionists will 
put a straight ticket iu the field headed by Mr. 
Walter brown, who is running for mayor. 

This ticket has not yet been formulated and 


pothing very definite could be gotten on the 


subject. 
It is safe to say, however, that other anti- 


prohibitionists will enter the list in a few days. 

The names of many gentlemen bave been 
mentioned in connection with the forthcoming 
antj-prohibition ticket. 

Messrs. John Silvey, H. M. Beutel] and K. 
C. Mitchell have been spoken of for alderman. 
In the first ward it is thought that Dr. Curtis 
will be on the ticket, tough there is a general 
feeling that Mr. Joc Hirsch ought to be in- 
dorsed. Inthe second, Mr. J. W. Alexander 
has been mentioned. In the third, Mr, George 
Cassin is talked about as a suitalbe candidate. 
In the fourth, Mr. John Holliday has 
been discussed. In the fifth, Mr. 
Antoine Kontz seems to be satisfactory to the 

nti-prohibitionists and it is proboble that no 

man will be brought out in opposition to him. 
In the sixth the merits of Messrs. George Hope 
aud Donald M. Bain have been canvassed. 

As yet no definite action has been taken by 
the friends of these gentlemen, but it is pretty 
generally understood that at a meeting 
to be held by them next Monday night,a ticket 
will be agreed upon. 

The Third Party. 

There isa strong probability that the third 
party people will put a straight prohibition 
ticket in the field. At their regular meeting, 
held night before last, it developed that & 
majority are in fayor of springing a 
ticket in the city election. It was 
decided, however, to take no _ action 
until after the presidential election. 

Dr. J. O. Perkins said yesterday: ‘‘Nothing 
definite has been done in reference to the put- 
ting of a straight prohibition ticket in the 
ficld by the National prohibition party. There 
is plenty of time to talk about that. The city 
election does not take place until 
sometime in December. We are very 
anxious to poll a good vote in Georgia for Fisk 
and Brooks, the nominees of the national pro- 
hibition party,for president and vice-president, 
and are now working tothatend. Yes; Rev. 
Sam. W. Small will return to Atlanta about 
the lstof November. No; inthe eyent of our 
putting out a ticket, I do not know who would 
be our candidate for mayor. When Mr. Small 
gets here something of interest to the public 
May happen in relation to a prohibition ticket 
At present the 
national prohibition party in Atlanta think it 
best to await developments,” 

The Republicans, 

The republicans are talking strongly about 
bringing out a municipal ticket. It seems cer- 
tain that they will do so unless they are ac- 
corded some representation on the tickets or 
are allowed to aid in formulating these tickets. 

In answer to a direct question yesterday 
Colone! A. E. Buck said: 

“TI can’t say whether or not the republicans 
will run aticket. It depends upon circum- 
stances. [ willsay this, however: If they 
decide to run a straight ticket the probability 
is that it willnot be put in the field until after 
the presidential election. Nothing definite 
has been done.’’ 

The colored leaders are strongly in favor of 
runuing astraight republican ticket, unless the 
republicans are given representation on other 
tickets. 

“Tf we get reasonable representation,’’ said 
Moses Bently, yesterday; ‘‘woe will not put out 
a ticket, but will support that ticket which 
allows us representation. That is the univer- 
sal sentiment among the republicans. The 
truth isthat they do not desire to make a 
fight, and will not enter the lists unless they 
are driyen to it. As for the colored 
people they do not wish to 
try to control things in Atlanta, but feel that 
as they pay taxes and are able to poll about 
three thousand votes, they are entitled to some 
political recognition in governing the affairs of 
the city, The republicans of Atlanta are well 
organized, andI am satisfied that unless repre- 
sentation is given them, they can elect a 
straight municipal ticket.’ 

The republican committee of forty-two, com- 
posed of seven representatives from each ward, 
will meet at Fowler’s hall on Broad street to- 
morrow night to dicuss the situation. 

Several gentlemen are being spoken of by 
the republicans for mayor. 

Among them are Colonel A. E. Buck, Mr. 
HI. I. Kimball, General J. R. Lewis, Major 
W.i. Smythe, Mr. William Markham and 
Edgar Angier.

porter received from Lucien M. Adkins, at the 
Kimball house yesterday. 

Mr. Adkins isa member of the Louisville 
Courier-Journal staff, and three weeks ago 
braved all the dangers of the yellow fever epl- 
demic and went to Jacksonville. With the 


the New York World, Mr. Adkins was the 
only correspondent who risked his life to write 
the story of the plague for his paper. 

A fravk and genial young man, Mr. Adkins 
tells the story ofhis experiences in Jackson- 
ville and at Camp Perry, in an entertaining 
and unassuming manner, In answering the 
reporter's question as to what induced him to 
go to Jacksonville, Mr. Adkins said: 

“A bout a month ago I returned to Louisville 
from a stummer’s visit to the summer resorts 


writing a series of letters for a syucdicate of 
papers. The Courier Journal wanted the 
yeilow fever story from Decatur and Jackson- 
ville and I volunteered to go.” 

“You visited Decatur, also, did you?” 

“Oh yes. I was in Decatur for several days. 
Stayed there in fact until the town was depop- 
ulated and no news of interest, further than had 
been already telegraphed to the press of the 
country, offering any inducement for me to 
remain.”’ 

“Mow did you get away from Decatur?” 

“Thad rather a lively experience in my 
efforts to get away from the town, but I man- 
aged todoso. You know the trains of the 
Louisville and Nashville did not stop there, 
but I went to a switch about a half mile from 
the depot, and managed to board the south- 
bound train, though it was going pretty lively. 
I sat on the steps of the train until the train 
reached a point about seven miles south of 
Decatur. The train stopped at asmall station, 
and before the conductor had unlocked the 
car doors and reached the platform I was 
getting on board as naturally as though the 
train had stopped fer my especial beneiit. 
The conductor stopped me and asked several 
questions as to where I was going, where I 
came from, and the other usual quarantine 
category. I finally prevailed upon him to let 
me ride and went to New Orleans. From that 
city I telegraphed my paper an account of my 
trip and after a rest of a day or two started for 
Jacksonville.”’ 

“Did you have any trouble in entering Jack- 
sonville ?’’ 

“No trouble to speak of, except that I 
thought the train never would get there. I 
rode twenty-one hours on a freight train at 
one stretch, and you can imagine howl felt 
about that part of the trip.” 

“Jacksonville must havea dreary, desolate 
appearance?’’ suggested the CONSTITUTION’S 
representative. 

“It has, indeed. You walk for hours upon 
the streets and meet scarcely anyone except 
the health officers or physicians and nurses. 
Everything in the way of businessis, of course, 
at a standstill.” 

‘There area good many complaints about 
Dr. Neal Mitchell and his treatment of nurses 
and physicians. Now, what is your opinion 
about this matter, Mr. Adkins?” 

“I believe from my own personal knowledge, 
and what I learned while in Jacksonville that 
I)r. Neal Mitcheil is doing splendid and con- 
scientious work. I think, too, that whenever 
he has discharged a nurse, or declined the ser- 
vices of physicians, he has done so for the best 
interesteoi the service. Several of the nurses 
who were sent to Jacksonville were en- 
tirely incompetent, and a great deal of drank- 
enness has been reported. Now,no one wants 
a drnnken nurse attending him if he has _ yel- 
low fever, for good nursing is‘one of the great- 
est requirements, especially if the patient is 
to recover. And from what I know of Dr. 
Mitchel) I don’t think he would hesitate about 
discharging nurses that proved incompetent or 
drunkards, no matter where they came from.” 
“Do you know Colonel Southmayd ?” 
‘“Yes;sir. AndI consider him one of the 
best men in the world. Generous and big- 
hearted, but justa trifle over-officious.. Aside 
from this I can say nothing but the very kind- 
est words for him.” 

‘And about Camp Perry?” 

“It is as well conducted as is possible under 
the circumstances. The people generally in 
Jacksonville consider Camp Perry a terrible 
place, and I suppose some of them would rather 
die than go there, but considering the great 
work they have to do, I think the officials do 
everything in their power to make life at 
Camp Perry as agreeable as possible. I can- 
not say that lamin love with it, but as a 
means of getting out of Florida and away from 
the fever it is to be recommended.,”’ 

“Tiow long will you remain in Atlanta?’ 

“Well, Ishall stay here until I get my 
lungs full of your pure air, and give myself a 
little rest. Lam pretty well tired out and 
hungry, andI want togive my appetite a 
chance to make up for lost time.’’

train, returning from Hazelton. Nearly six 
aaund pall and Lackawanna Speople 
had gone there, and no one knew just who had 
returned. The railroad officials were mute. 
They knew nothing. yond the stories 
took a terrible form. leaked ont that 
Superintendent Mitchell and others had gone 
down the road on a special engine. Then a 
private telegram arrived saying an accident 
had occurred at Mud Run, one section of the 
excursion train running into another. Forty 
persons were reported killed. The people 
wore in agony, and the crowd at the depot 
welled to hundreds. Still the officials 
were mute. No. dispatenes could be 
gotten over the wires. Many well 
known citizens wero seen at the depot 
wringing their hands, faces tearful aud pale 
with dread; women thronged the depot with 
terror stricken countenances, sobbing, crying 
or silent and trembling with dreadful uncer- 


tainty. 
THE MUTE OFFICIALS, 

Still the railway officials preserved their 
terrible cruel silence, declaring that they knew 
pothing. 

Every means was taken to get information, 
but all to no purpose. The New Jersey Cen- 
tral train finally brought news to the effect 
that eighty wore killed and the excitement 
grew intense. All White Haven physicians 
had gone to the scene. Thero were seventy- 
eight cars from Wiilkesbarre to Hazleton, the 
number of passengers being about 5,500, 
Tho sections were all crowded to suffocation, 
furnishing condition fora terrible loss of life 
in case of wreck. 

Throughout the night the depot was 
thronged by hundreds of persons suffering un- 
told agony over uncertainty. The throng was 
loud in its denuneiation of the company for 
refusing all information and causing needless 
sufferiig. 

At 3:30 a. m. a report was in circulation that 
arrangements had been made for the receipt 
of a large number of wounded at the hospital. 
The rumor was soon confirmed. The officials 
were expecting twenty-five of the viotims, 

With such list of wounded coming in this 
direction, the public pulse stood still over hor- 
rible possibilities, and thousands of fainting 
hearts quivered in dread. Many persons 
wanted to go to the scone of the disaster,and en- 
deavored to charter a locomotive. Rev. Father 
Moylan, of Scranton, offered to pay cash for 
any expense in that direction, but the favor 
conld not be obtained, owing}to the absence of 
Superintendent Mitohell at the wreck. 

SCENES AT THE WRECK. 

Many persons, after waiting during the long 
weary hours, from ten to three in the morning, 
took the south bound train which passed here 
at 3:10, and went to the scene of the appalling 
disaster. It was there learned that the third 
section of tho excursion train had stood on the 
track a few hundred yards from Mud Ran, 
waiting for the sections ahead to go out of the 
way. The flagman, some say, had been sent 
back with a lantern to guard the train from 
the rear. Suddenly the passengers,on the rear 
platform saw a train approach at a high rate 
of speed. Several of these passengers who 
gaw the danger jumped and escaped. In an in- 
stant the flash of a headlight illuminated thm 
interior of the ill-fated rear car. Thero was a 
frightful crash and an engine plunged her full 
length in to the crowded massof humanity. The 
shock drove the rear car through the next one 
two-thirds of its length and/the second car 
was forced into tho third. Not a single 
person escaped from / the) rear car. 
The second was crowded with maimed 
and bleeding» bodies, //and the’ third car 
had butfew py gers ho escaped uninjured. 
But the nth in passengers of both 
trains made théir way out of the cars, and on 
going to the telescoped engine and cars where 
the full horror of the terrible digaster dawned 
upon them. The shattered engine was pouring 
forth streams of scalding stearh anc water, 
which hid from their eyes the fullest measure 
of the horrible scene, while itehissing sound | 
deadened the shrieks and groans of those im- | 

_ prisoned in the wreck. Ghastly white faces | 

* peered into the, windows to be greeted by faces 
far more ghastly. Some of the dead sat 
pinioned in seats erect, as in life, staring open- 
eyed, as if aware of the horrible surroundings. 
' Asthe steam and smoke cleared from the 
sear car its awful sights were revealed. Tim- 
bers were cruslied and wrenched, while on all 
gides hung mangled bodies and limbs. The , 
few bodies which were not mangled were 
burned and scalded by the steam, and little re- 
mained in the car which bore a human sem- 
blance. 

When the shock of the first crash had ina 
measure subsided, the uninjured began 
to do what could be done for their 
unfortunate companions. Tho few light tools
